Because of the growing use of candles in homes 
and arguments, we thought some of Mr. Thompson’s 
comments on candle safety would be interesting. He 
says; “Anything flammable should not be used as 
protection against any burning candle. 

Carelessness causes accidents 

“I have personally burned hundreds of these can 
dies as we decorate dozens of bottles for decor in our 
store, as well as for sale. 

“The danger of burning candles is not caused so 
much by faulty manufacture, or misplaced instruc¬ 
tions, as by the carelessness of some people who burn 
them. In our years of experience in the candle busi¬ 
ness, we found that nearly 100 per cent of all mishaps 
are caused by people who either leave a burning 
dies unattended, or do not take proper precautions. 

“Some people light candles and forget about 
them, then leave the room, or even the house. This 
falls in the same category as dropping a lighted match 
in the forest, leaving a burning cigaret on a table, or 
taking your hands off the steering wheel of a car at 
60 miles per hour.” 

Mr. Thompson says he is in favor of better can¬ 
dle-safety instructions. His firm printed a small book¬ 
let that gave candle safety advice and distributed 
30,000 copies. He is now preparing a safety pamphlet 
that will be put into every parcel that leaves his store.

Stains should be prevented 

The candle-shop operator says buyers sometimes 
complain about stains on linen, rugs, tables and 
floors. He says: 

“There isn’t too much that can be done to re¬ 
move colored wax from such things. But measures 
can be taken to prevent such accidents with almost 
every type of candle.” 

Mr. Thompson says hobbyists or amateurs who 
make their own candles sometimes run into difficul¬ 
ties. 


“These home-made candles can be dangerous,” 
he says. “We have found that the choice of wick size 
and the kinds of wax used are not always correct for 
the type of candle being made.” 

Mr. Thompson says home-made candle making is 
a much more widespread hobby than many people re¬ 
alize. 


“Before Christmas, we sold six tons of candle 
wax to individuals in the Ottawa area,” he says.
